Your PRO-LX5 II Two-Way Die-Cast 
Speaker is small in size, but not in 
sound! Its 5-inch polypropylene woofer 
accurately tracks signals to provide out- 
standing bass, while the wide-angle di- 
pole tweeter produces crisp, detailed 
highs with 360x dispersion. 

Your speaker’s acoustic design match- 
es the woofer and tweeter with the en- 
closure and damping materials to 
provide amazingly smooth and broad 
frequency response. 

Your PRO-LX5 II can handle up to 130 
watts of power. The speaker is magnet- 
ically shielded, so you can safely place 
it next to your television or monitor. 


UNPACKING 

Your PRO LX5 II is shipped in protec- 
tive packing materials. Before you use 
the speaker, follow these steps to un- 
pack it. 

Caution: To avoid damaging the 
speaker’s tweeter, do not touch the 
tweeter’s film while you are unpacking 
the speaker. 

1. Remove the corrugated board and 
the plastic foam packing box. 

2. Remove the plastic cover from the 
tweeter. 

3. Carefully place the top grille on the 
speaker, making sure not to touch 


the tweeter’s plastic film with the 
cover. 
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SPEAKER PLACEMENT 

Location and position are vitai to your 
speaker’s performance. The ideai ioca- 
tion is on a tabie or sheif positioned near 
the corner of a room. A sheif attached to 
a wooden waii (or some other acousti- 
caiiy hard surface) greatiy reinforces the 
speaker’s sound quaiity. If possibie, 
piace the front edge of the speaker fiush 
with the front edge of the sheif. For the 
best sound, avoid fioor iocations; fioor 
coverings can absorb much of the 
sound. 

We recommend that you piay a famiiiar, 
wide-range recording and experiment 
with speaker piacement untii you find 
the iocation that provides the best sound 
for your needs. 

If you are using another speaker with 
your PRO-LX5 II, for the best stereo im- 
age, the distance between your speak- 
ers shouid be about equai to the 
distance from the main iistening area to 
a point haifway between the speakers. 



You can mount your PRO-LX5 II on a 
wall, under a shelf, or on a ceiling using 
optional speaker brackets (RadioShack 
Cat. No. 40-2063). Or, you can use a %- 
inch wall-mount speaker bracket. Follow 
the instructions provided with the brack- 
ets. 

Note: When you use 
a %-inch wall-mount 
bracket, remove the 
screw on the back 
panel of the speaker 
so you can thread the 
ball shaft. For any 
other type of mount- 
ing bracket, use the 
mounting holes (indi- 
cated by the arrows) 
and leave the screw 
in place. 


ATTACHING THE RUBBER 
FEET 

Rubber feet are supplied with your 
speaker so it will not scratch your furni- 
ture. With the thicker feet (marked A) 
positioned toward the front corners of 
the speaker and the thinner feet 
(marked B) positioned toward the back 
corners, remove the paper backing and 
press all four feet onto the bottom of the 
speaker. 



If you must place your speakers farther 
apart, turn them slightly inward.

CONNECTIONS 

With the speaker placed at the desired 
location, measure the distance from the 
speaker to the amplifier. Use 18-gauge 
speaker wire for a distance of 50 feet or 
less. For a distance greater than 50 feet, 
use heavier 16-gauge wire. 

For the maximum bass response and 
overall best performance, connect the 
speaker in phase (- to - and + to -i-). 

Speaker wire is either color-coded, with 
a different color on each side, or coded 
with a ridge or stripe on one side to iden- 
tify the wire’s different sides, making the 
connection easier. RadioShack stores 
sell speaker wire to meet most needs. 

Follow these steps to prepare the wire 
and connect the speaker. 

1. Separate the wire conductors for a 
length of about 2 inches, then re- 
move about V 2 inch of insulation 
from the wire's ends using a wire 
stripper. 



2. Turn the speaker’s negative (-) ter- 
minal counterclockwise to loosen it 
and insert one of the wire ends into 


the opening. Then turn the terminal 
clockwise to tighten it. 



3. Turn the speaker’s positive (+) ter- 
minal counterclockwise to loosen it 
and insert the other wire end into the 
opening. Then turn the terminal 
clockwise to tighten it. 

4. Using the speaker wire’s coding as 
a guide, connect the other end of 
the speaker wire to the amplifier’s 
corresponding (+ or -) speaker ter- 
minals. 


REMOVING THE FRONT 
GRILLE 

If you ever want to remove the front 
grille, grasp the edges of the grille and 
gently pull it away from the cabinet. 
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MAINTENANCE 


Your PRO-LX5 II Two-Way Die-Cast Speaker is an exampie of superior design and 
craftsmanship. The foiiowing suggestions wiii heip you care for your speaker so you 
can enjoy it for years. 



Keep the speaker dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. Liquids 
might contain minerais that can corrode the eiectronic circuits. 



Use and store the speaker oniy in normai temperature environments. 
Temperature extremes can shorten the iife of eiectronic devices and 
distort or meit piastic parts. 



Keep the speaker away from dust and dirt, which can cause prema- 
ture wear of parts. 


Handie the speaker gentiy and carefuiiy. Dropping it can damage cir- 


cuit boards and cases and can cause the speaker to work improperiy. 



Wipe the speaker’s metai surfaces with a damp cioth occasionaiiy to 
keep it iooking new. Do not use harsh chemicais, cieaning soivents, 
or strong detergents to ciean the speaker. 


Caution: You might permanentiy damage your speaker by cieaning it with a vacu- 
um cieaner. Instead, use a feather duster or a soft cloth. 


Modifying or tampering with the speaker’s internal components can cause a mal- 
function and might invalidate its warranty. If your speaker is not performing as it 
should, take it to your local RadioShack store for assistance.
